‘the Wilmington selectmen took 
the Board of Appeals (ZBA) on a 
merry-go-round ride Monday 
evening, over the denial of a spe- 
cial permit for the Fun on the 
Fourth carnival. 
| Discussion revolved around the 
current makeup of the Board of 
Appeals, the necessity for alter- 
nate members in instances of 
recusal, and the process involved 
for special permit events. 

The carnival had been an equally 
hot topic when it originated in 


1980. An annual event for 35 years, 
it has come under scrutiny this 
year because of a proposal to 
locate it-on the former Swain 
School site, at the corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and School 
Street. The previous site in the 
high school parking lot was elimi- 
nated by the construction of the 
new high school. 

Chairman Michael Champoux 
opened discussions on the Fourth 
of July issue with assurances that 
the Board had heard citizens’ con- 
cerns and shared in their disap- 
pointment regarding the ZBA deci- 
sion. “I want to make sure that res- 
idents know the board has received 
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all communications and has given 
them great attention.” He was 
quick to point out that while disap- 
pointed with the outcome of the 
vote, he stood by the process by 
which the vote was reached. 

The board was equally quick to 
address the tone and content of 
feedback received via email and 
on social media, calling for the 
public to remain civil after com- 
ments from a small number of cit- 
izens became hostile. Many of 
these comments directly or indi- 
rectly referenced Appeals Board 
member Daniel Veerman, suggest- 
ing that he is blocking the carnival 
due to his home’s proximity to the

proposed carnival site. 

“Nobody who volunteers their 
time in service to their community, 
who has done so admirably for 
seven plus years... deserves the 
shameful discourse that’s been put 
on the internet,” said Selectman 
Judith O’Connell. She urged resi- 
dents to practice restraint in their 
discussions. 

The carnival discussion remained 
spirited but civil, with selectmen 
largely focusing on finding ways to 
ensure a carnival for 2016 and 
beyond. As a member of the 
Fourth of July Committee, 
Selectman Lou Cimaglia recused 
himself from discussion of the 
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topic. 

A suggestion for a warrant Reals 
to bring the carnival issue to a vote 
in the upcoming town meeting, 
was met with apprehension. 
Selectmen cited the pitfalls of 
changing a major process of -gov- 
ernment in the heat ofthe 
moment. While members agreed 
that the subject warranted discus- 
sion, many believed there was.a 
way forward to provide a carnival 
for the town under the current 
model.

The finished product is 
beautiful. The only problem 
is that on the lid surface, the 
paint loses its luster quickly. 
“When [the paints] dry, they 


lose vivid capacity,” says 
Haley. 
Enter, Kirkwood. Bill 


Elwell, a rep from Kirkwood 
came into Aubuchon for 
paint, and seeing Haley’s 
work hanging on the wall, 
was interested in making 
them something more. “I’m 
going to have someone call 
you,” Elwell told Haley. 

Kirkwood’s Sales 
Executive Jesse Kohler con- 
tacted the Haley’s shortly 
thereafter. The Wilmington, 
Massachusetts based 
Kirkwood well known in the 
industry for their high qual- 
ity product, serves high-end 
clients such as Southeby’s 
and Tiffany and Co. 
According to a May, 2015 
press release the company 
grew from $9 million in sales 
to $72 million in just 10 
years. 

So far, Kirkwood has pro- 
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prototype using two of

through. This process is how 
Art Lidz was founded. 

According to Haley’s web- 
site www.ArtLidz.com, 
Haley creates, “...a unique 
interpretation of complex 
color combinations. Using 
nothing more than simple 
tools, tint lids destined for 
the trash, colorants and 
pure artistry, John donates 
the proceeds from his LIDZ 
art pieces to his local food 
bank.” 

“Art Lidz aims to con- 
tribute to local charities by 
creating unique designs that 
inspire both the artist and 
dreamer in all of us. A por- 
tion of the proceeds of each 
sale of an Art Lidz piece will 
be donated to the local food 
pantry so those in need can 
eat.” 

Haley’s Art Lidz creations 
are done using a step by step 
process. Each color selected 
to paint a room, trim, or fur- 
niture, has a specific formu- 
la. Each paint color’s for- 
mula is made up of various 
combinations of tint col- 
orants. 

Tint colorants are loaded 


into a machine to create a 
specific color selection. The 
loading of the tint colorants 
into the slots on _ the 
machine’s panel is done 
from larger quart size con- 
tainers. When tint contain- 
ers are low, the machine 
calls for more tint colorant. 
Cylinders are then loaded 
with the new tint colorant. 
This process takes place as 
part of the regular mainte- 
nance of the machine. 

The remaining. tint» col- 
orants in the bottom of the 
quart containers are used to 
create the artwork. Taking 
a three inch quart lid, the 
remaining tint colorants are 
randomly applied. The col- 
orants are manipulated with 
various tools such as paint 
keys and screwdrivers. The 
lid is tapped, moved side to 
side and around to move the 
colorants around the lid. 

When Haley visualizes an 
image inside the colorants, 
he stops the movement of 
the lid and immediately pho- 
tographs the lid with his 
Nikon 25 mega pixel high 
definition camera. 

The image is cropped and 
zoomed, and, when the 
artist in Haley is satisfied, it 
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is sent to production.

Wilmington discovered the : 
Fourth of July 40 years ago:

The Fourth of July used to 
be quiet in Wilmington. 
There was no carnival, no 
big doings on the Common. 
People wanting to see fire- 
works would go to Wakefield 
or Boston. 

The front page of the Town 
Crier on July 6, 1967 had a 
picture of a bird’s nest at the 
Post Office. Some barn swal- 
lows had built a nest under 
the canopy. All was quiet — 
unless someone got too close 
to the nest. But that’s all the 
excitement there was to 
report. 

That same issue of the 
Town Crier had a story 
inside about the Wilmington 
Kiwanis Club receiving its 
charter. A few years later, 
the club began serving a 
ham and bean supper on the 
Common on the Fourth, fol- 
lowed by a band concert. 

Slowly but surely, 
Wilmington discovered the 
Fourth of July. The celebra- 
tion kicked up a notch in 
1976, the year of the 
Bicentennial. The town had 
a large parade, followed by 
recreational contests at the 
Common. The Kiwanis Club 
had such a large turnout for 
the bean supper, 575 people, 
that they had to send out for 


more baked beans. The fes- 
tivities went on until mid- 
night, when a 200-gun salute 
was fired on the football 
field. 

It was that same year that 
the Shriners arrived in 
Wilmington. The Aleppo 
Temple of Shriners bought 
the Barbo’s furniture ware- 
house on Fordham Road. 
Since then, the Shriners 
units have been a major part 
of nearly every parade in 
Wilmington, and their facili- 
ty became the setting for the 
Fourth of July celebration 
for the last two years. 

The centerpiece for all con- 
certs on the Common for 
nearly 40 years has been the 
gazebo, and its story is a 
beautiful one. Late in the 
spring of 1977, senior class 
president David McMillan 
approached the selectmen 
asking permission to build a 
gazebo on the Common. It 
was a graduation gift of the 
Class of 1977. During the 
summer, the graduates 
worked on the project, with a 
little help from other folks. 

The Fourth became a week- 
long program in 1980, in the 
midst of Wilmington’s year- 
long celebration of its 250th 


anniversary. Since the actual » 


anniversary is Sept. 25, the 


committee decided to hold:a 
big program climaxing “on 
the Fourth of July. The 
Kiwanis Club did away with 
the bean supper, and instedd 
served a chicken barbécue. 
Other community groups 
served dinners ons * the 
Common during the week- 
long event. 

Of course, there was hcar? 
nival in the high school park- 
ing lot. The Board ‘df 
Appeals granted a permit‘for 
it at the last minute, over the 
objections of some neigh- 
bors. a 

That celebration started ' a 
great tradition > in 
Wilmington, known as*Fun 
on the Fourth. It kept ‘going 
without a hitch for 33 years, 
bringing people together’ on 
the Common for fun; “food 
and fellowship. ie

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Viewing recent school shooting brin 
added planning concerns

This column will follow-up 
on my statement last week 
that I would discuss some of 
the ramifications that I 
observed, while being present 
for the American Association 
of School Administrators 
Conference in Phoenix.

Lockout called 


Students at the Glendale Arizona Independent High School 
were just about to start classes for the day, just over a week 
ago when the call went out of a shooting and lockdown at the 
one thousand pupil regional school, just outside Phoenix. I 
was set to leave the hotel for the walk to the convention cen- 
ter when I heard the announcement in my room. As a super- 
intendent for life (as I am called), I knew I had to stay and 
learn more, as I am involved daily in conversations on this 
issue in this state in my capacity with the School 
Superintendents Association. 

First, the announcements from school officials seemed 
clear. Students were in lockdown with the announcement 
coming to students inside and to the press who were arriv- 
ing announcing that “there is no active shooter in the build- 
ing.” This seemed to relax the situation, as a quiet outside 
scene existed except for the arrival of police and fire vehi- 
cles. Within a short time however came the word that they 
had two students who had been shot which was so sad to 
hear. Your heart reached out to the parents, family mem- 
bers, classmates and all in that school, as you hoped it was 
not true. 

The focus then took you to parents gathering at a nearby 
Walmart parking lot which was the closest location to the 


Legal Briefs 


Restraining Orders and Harassment Prevention —__... 
Orders - What You Need to Know a 


A restraining order under 
M.G.L. 209A is a civil order 
issued by the court that pro- 
hibits a person from being 
within a set proximity or 
making contact with the 
person who filed the 
restraining order. A harass- 
ment prevention order 
under M.G.L. 258E . also 
provides these same protec- 
tions from harassment and 
abuse. This following is a 
list of a tips that will help 
prepare you for what you 
can expect, when you are at 
these types of hearings. 


1. Be Able to Clearly Identify an Imminent 
Threat of Harm 


When you request a restraining order, you are asking the 
judge to restrict another person's freedom, which is not 
something the court takes lightly. Remember that the law 
does give the judge the authority to restrict someone's free- 
dom only when there is violence or harm, or the imminent 
threat of violence or harm. The law does not give a judge 
the authority to restrict someone's freedom because that 
person lies, swears, drinks, squanders money, etc. Even if 
the other person's bad behavior may be a big part of the 
abuse, it is not likely to be a basis for a judge to grant a 
restraining order unless you can show it caused you to be 
reasonably fearful for your personal safety. Focus on the 
acts of violence which gave rise to your request for the 
restraining order you are seeking and the court will be more 
likely to grant your request. 


2. Give careful thought to your restraining 
order statement before you write it down 


The sworn statement (also called a supporting affidavit) 
you write in your application for a restraining order is a 
summary of your case against your abuser and should be 
well thought out. It is an official declaration to the court 
that is made under the pains and penalties of perjury, and 
should concisely set forth each and every act that caused 
you fear. The supporting affidavit is a permanent part of 
the court record, and it is important to remember that it 
may be brought into any future court proceedings, either to 
support your case, or to be used against you. If the affi- 
davit is weak or poorly written, it will be easier to attack the 
request for the restraining order’and discredit you. Also 
keep in mind that if the history of abuse is very lengthy and 
complex, you do not have to cover every single event that 
transpired in the supporting affidavit. Like most things, 
less is more when you are presenting to the court. However, 
special care should be taken to make sure that critical 
points do not get left out and the timeline of events is clear. 
If material issues are left out, or-the summary of your alle- 
gations veers off into irrelevant matters, you may confuse 
the court and make it difficult to raise important matters 
later in the case. 


3. Track down your witnesses 


A temporary restraining order (TRO) is normally issued

Sophomore 
Josselyn Siegel of 
Wilmington was second for 
T-shirt design and junior 
Kayli Lucente of Billerica 
was third. 

Kennedy is the third 
straight winner of the State 
Pin Design competition 
from Shawsheen. 

“It’s really — exciting,” 
Ouellette said. “Students lis- 
ten to their peers more than 
anything and if one of their 
peers says that [winning the 
pin design award] is a life- 
changing experience, it defi- 
nitely helps motivate the 


other students. It inspires 
them.” 

Last year, Hannah Benning 
of Tewksbury won the con- 
test and Alex Hamilton of 
Billerica won the previous 
year. 

In all, more than 200 
designs are submitted for 
consideration each year. 

Kennedy’s entry follows 
the SkillsUSA theme for this 
year, “Connecting you to 
career success,” and fea- 
tures the skyline of Boston 
connected together with all 
of the symbols of the trades 
that SkillsUSA represents. 
The circular pin has a gold 
background and _— says 
“SkillsUSA Massachusetts 
2016” on it.” 

Ouellette explained that 
the students researched 
SkillsUSA to help with the 
design of both the pins and 
the T-shirts. 

“They need to know in-and- 
out what Skills is all about,” 
she said. “They also did the 
same thing with the state of 
Massachusetts, not only 
from our own point of view 
as residents but from a 
national view. How do we 
want to be portrayed? And 
then they inegrate that into 
the theme.” 

Ouellette said the process 
included many sketches and 
drafts before the final prod- 
uct was complete.

tives at 2:01pm, was con- 
tained before causing exten- 
sive damage to the property. 
The resident of that building 
was not home at the time of 
the fire, and there were no 
injuries reported. 

The fire quickly gutted a 
first floor laundry room on 
the back of the house and 
caused damage to an exteri- 
or wall; however, crews from 
Tewksbury, Wilmington, and 
North Reading fire depart- 
ments were able to knock 
down the fire before further 
damage could take place. 

“It was a good stop,” said 
Lieutenant Joseph McMahon 
of the response. 


In Tewksbury, Fire crews 
responded to a call at the 
Halstead Apartments 
Complex on Archstone Ave. 
The two-alarm blaze was 
reported at 6:2ipm on 
February 18th, with crews 
arriving at the scene within 
three minutes of the initial 
call. The unit was under con- 
struction and vacant at the 
time of the fire due to earlier 
water damage from a frozen 
pipe. No injuries to residents 
or crew were reported. 

According to the Tewksbury 
Fire Department, sprinklers 
in that unit were operational, 
but suppression was delayed 
due to the removal of the 
ceiling for repairs.

agreed, echoing popular sen- 
timent that under the cur- 
rent structure, a vote to 
approve the carnival would 
not be forthcoming. “I don’t 
believe that there will ever 
be a carnival on that site 
with these individuals on the 
Board of Appeals. Whatever 
choices or alternatives we 
have, we have to take a look 
at them.” 

Other suggestions included 
bringing the approvals 
process into line with that of 
other municipalities whose 
bylaws do not subject town 
events such as carnivals to 
the zoning board for 
approval.

Maiella was named the head 
coach in late June of 2009 
and served that position 
until resigning after last 
Wednesday's 1-19 season 
came to an end. 

“Joe Maiella has been a 
part of the boys basketball 
program for the last 26 
years, (including) 19 as an 
assistant and seven as head 
coach,” said WHS Athletic 
Director Ed _ Harrison. 
“Coach Maiella has always 
treated his players fairly 
and with respect. He is a 
take charge guy who is 
organized, dedicated and 
committed himself to our 
program. I want to wish Joe 
nothing but the best moving 
forward.” 

Maiella finishes his seven 
years with a record of 53-90, 
which included one league 
title and an 0-3 mark in the 
post-season, qualifying three 
times in seven years, and 
just once in the last five 
years. While the wins didn't 
come as often as he would 
have liked, he has nothing 
but fond memories. 

“T have so many wonderful 
memories of each young 
man that played for me,” he 
said. “So many great kids 
have passed through this 
program and have given 
everything they had. The 


best thing about coaching is 
seeing a young man grow 
and develop over four years. 
I want to thank them and the 
parents who have supported 
me and our program.” 

Maiella was asked about 
his memories as a head 
coach and he pointed to five 
that will always stay with 
him. 

“My biggest memory was 
the Meghan McCarthy Day 
in Tewksbury during my 
first year,” he recalled. “It 
was such an emotional and 
great day at the same time. 
The respect that our kids 
showed for Meghan who lost 
her life so early to cancer 
was tremendous. I remem- 
ber like it was yesterday 
Meghan’s Grandfather per- 
sonally thanking our team 
after the game. 

“JT can’t thank former 
Tewksbury Athletic Director 
Brian Hickey enough for 
nominating our program for 
three prestigious sportsman- 
ship awards and having our 
program win those awards 
that spring. They included 
the Boston Celtics 
Sportsmanship Alliance of 
Massachusetts Award, 
MIAA Division II 
Sportsmanship Award and 
the IAABO Referee Board 95 
Sportsmanship Award. Our 
kids had the opportunity to 
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tour the Boston Celtics' 
Offices, attend a game and 
be recognized on the parquet 
floor. It was such a great 
experience for the kids.” 

The second memory he 
pointed out was the Sr. Night 
game back at the old high 
school during the 2011 sea- 
son. That's when Kevin 
Mitchell, the team's manag- 
er, got on the court for the 
first time. 

“Cushing Gymnasium was 
the loudest that I have ever 
seen on that night,” said 
Maiella. “Seeing the stu- 
dents erupt when Kevin was 
inserted into the game and 
then erupt even more when 
he made the free throw was 
unbelievable. What the stu- 
dents did that night was the 
best thing that I have seen in 
my twenty-six years as an 
assistant coach and head 
coach. The great sports- 
manship of former 
Tewksbury coach Jimmy 
Sullivan and his team that 
night was unbelievable. The 
media attention that we 
received after that game 
was fantastic. Having the 
TV Trucks setting up outside 
the gym and having the 6:00 
pm news broadcast live from 
our practice was unbeliev- 
able.” 

As a team, Maiella said the 
team's Cape Ann League 
Championship back in 2010- 
ll, qualifying for the state 
tournament last year and 
winning the team's only 
game this season nearly two 
weeks ago against 
Burlington are some of the 
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other top highlights. 

“Winning the Cape Ann 
League championship in 
2011, going 17-3 and beating 
North Andover in front of a 
packed house on a Friday 
night was just fantastic,” he 
said. “That team had so 
many special players. 
Being recognized from my 
fellow coaches as Cape Ann 
League Coach of the year in 
2011 and the Massachusetts 
Coaches Association 
Division II North Coach of 
the year is something that I 
am so proud of. It meant so 
much to be recognized by 
my fellow coaches. 

“Last year’s team accom- 
plished so much. Making 
the tournament out of the 
Middlesex League and 
watching Connor Bennett 


have in my opinion the most 
dominating season of any 
Wilmington Basketball play- 
er ever are great memories. 
The win against Burlington 
two weeks ago may be my 
best memory. To do what 
our kids did that night iri a 
difficult season was some- 
thing I will never forget.

WILMINGTON- - When 
the Wilmington High School 
Athletic Department joined 
the Middlesex League before 
the 2011-712 school year, 
fémale sports, in particular 
girls hockey, faced a much 
bigger challenge competing 
in one of the top leagues in 
the entire state. 

During the middle of that 
2011-12 season, then head 
coach Joe McMahon 
resigned due to conflicts 
With parents. At the time the 
téam had a 1-11-0 mark and 
he left with a career record 
of 92-96-12. Since then the 
program has had two coach- 
es who have combined for a 
record of 17-56-5. 

Second-year coach Mike 
Gautreau took over on an 
interim basis last year, 
before being bumped up to 
the official head coach. He 
inherited a very young team 
and the Wildcats have cer- 
tainly taken their lumps. 
This past week the team fin- 
ished up its season with a 
record of 2-17-1 and that 
included being outscored 
119-55 for the season. 

Despite the lack of wins 
and being on the wrong end 
of many one-sided games, 
Gautreau loses just two sen- 
iors off this year’s team and 
he believes there’s reason 
for optimism. 

“Ym feeling pretty good,” 
Gautreau said. “We had a lot 
of young girls this year and 
we have some strong players 
coming up. We ended this 
season on a high note with a 
win.”

seasons and haven’t quali- 
fied for the state tournament 
since the 2008-09 season 
under McMahon, who cap- 
tured three league titles and 
made five state tournament 
appearances.

It should not be 
every season you determine 
whether you have one or do 
not. It’s kind of unfair.” 

Under McMahon’s tenure, 
Wilmington was allowed to 
have waivers for middle 
school kids, as well as being 
a Co-Op program with North 
Reading. 

Last Thursday, Wilmington 
completed its season with a 
7-4 win over Wakefield. It 
was the team’s first win 


since their 6-3 victory 
against Belmont in 
December. 


“They did a lot of the little 
things right that game,” 
Gautreau said. “I don’t think 
we really did anything dif- 
ferently, Wakefield was just 
at our skill level.” 

Throughout the season, 
Wilmington faced many 
teams with superior skill. In

Then in the Herald’s 
Division 2 Poll, Winchester 
and Burlington stand at No.
